Witness Stand. 


Makes a Scene in Court. 


Ry Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
* NEw York, April 13.—The ease of Rams- 
deu against Ramsden was up again for hear- 
ing before Justice Herrman. The husband 
sat at one side of the table motionless and 
gl#tring fixedly at his wife, sitting oppesite. 
Mrs. Ramsden gave her evidence in a voluble 
and excited way, at times looking with tear- 
Stained eyes at her husband.

MISS CLOOS WINS 


A Heavy Verdict Against a Septuage- 
narian Type Founder.

New York. April 13—tThe trial of the 
suit of Ernestine Cloos against David W. 
Bruce, the type founder, fur breach of prom- 
ise of marriage was summed up in Justice 
Van Brunt’s court. Edmund B. Barnum, 
for the defendant, read from the many let- 
ters addressed. by Miss Cloos to Mr. Bruce 
to show that none were indicative of love 
and affection, or an existing promise of mar- 
riage, but that all were demands for money. 
She signed herself, ‘“‘Respectfully, Ernes- 
tine:” “Yours respectfully, Ernestine ;” 
three times ‘“‘Yours truly, Ernestine.” She 
addressed him twice as “Dear Sir;” seven 
times as “Dear Mr. Bruce; five times as 
“Mr. Bruce, Dear Sir,”” and four times as 
“My dear Mr. Bruce.” Mr. Barnum 
argued that the evidence was condlusive that 
the plaintiff was not a womanof irreproach- 
able character, independently of her rela- 
tions with Mr. Bruce. B. Doran Killian, for 
the plaintiff, intimated that part of the testi- 
mony presented against Miss Cloos

consider the fact that Miss Cloos was enticed 
from her own home, havin 
chaste life. Judge Van Brunt charged the 
jury that they must first determine whether 
there had been any promise of marriage, it 
being admitted that Mr. Bruce had refused 
to marry the girl. Secondly, the jury must 
determine whether, prior to such refusal, 
Miss Cloos had become unchaste; if so the 
defendant was entitled to a verdict. The 
question of damages, he said, was in the 
discretion of the guy, and if they found 
for the plaintiff, they must aliow 
her compensation for the damage to her 
future prospects and her disgrace. The 
jury were out two hours and a half. Their 
verdict was for $3,792 for the plaintiff. The 
odd sum was secured by a compromise. 
When they retired 

THEY STOOD 
one for a verdict of $50,000 for plaintiff, four 
for $5,000, two for $20,000, one for $10,000, 
one for $1,000, one for $2,000, one for 8500, 
one for six cents, making an average of $10,- 
291 67. ‘The would have agreed sooner but 
for the single juror who wanted to give only 
six cents, He obstinately refused at first to 
give any considerable sum, but finally yield- 
ed to persuasion. When the jury left the 
court room they were surrounded in the hall 
and questioned as to their method of reach- 
ing a conclusion. Several admitted they did 
not believe that there was any promise of 
inarriage but justified the verdict on the 
ground that the conduct of Mr. Bruce toward 
the girl as admitted by him on the witness 
stand, deserved punishment. 


GEDDES IN THE FIELD. 


Ohio Says He is Willing. 

By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 
CLEVELAND, April 13:—Congressman Geo. 
W. Geddes, the Pendleton candidate for Gov- 
ernor, while in the city on legal and politi- 
cal business, submitted to an extended 
interview touching his candidacy, in which 
he says: ‘The matter has been frequently 
called to my attention, and I have felt my- 
self compelled to consider it carefully. I do 
not think that any man should desire nom- 
ination for Governor, and I certainly would 
not desire it unless the Democratic feeling 
and judgment throughout the State is suffi- 
ciently strong and united to clearly show 
that it would be a judicious thing todo. I 
do not believe the Democratic party of Onio, 
in the present emergency, will act thought- 
lessly or unwisely, and if the general judg- 
ment of the party is in favor of my nomina- 
tion, then, as a loyal Democrat, I shall yield 
to that judgment. if nominated, I want 
the united, earnest and enthusiastic sup- 
port of the party, to which I know 
can be added thousands of fair-minded Re- 
publicans 
WHO ARE DISSATISFIED 
with their party, I will not therefore con- 
sent to anything like strife for the nomina- 
tion, but it must be the manifest free will 
offering of the party.’’ In answer to. the 
question that should he leave Congress, a 
tepublican from a Republican district would 
step into. his place he says: “We have in 
my district many as good’ Democrats and as 
popular men as can be found in Ohio, and to 
insist that lam the only man that can be 
elected in it certainly proves that the Demo- 
cratic pariy is solidly for me and that I am 
supported by many Republicans, of which 
any man should feel proud. The Democratic 
majority in Congress will be about seventy, 
and the general interest of the party in Ohio 
should not be affected by a danger or even a 
certainty of losing a member of Congress. 
Personal and local considerations must yield 
to the general good.”’ These remarks not 
only prove that the Judge is in the field, but 
they are an open bid for the nomination.

A ROMANTIC COUPLE, 


The Interesting Story Brought Outin a 
Probate Trial.

NEw York, April 13.—The Rev. Newland 
Maynard, of Brooklyn, has brought an ac- 
tion forthe partition of the De Sendzimer 
estate at Amityville, Long Island. Joseph 
De Sendzimer and‘ his wife came from Po- 
land and settled at Amityville. He had 
been a soldier in the Prussian army, was 
well educated, but eccentric, antl had accu- 
mulated quite a fortune. His wife became 
an invalid, and he conveyed her about Long 
Island in a:cart drawn by a mule. They were 
greatly attached to each other, and often ex- 
pressed a wish to die together. In 1872 they 
made their wills in each other’s favor. Mrs. 
De Sendzimer died in June, 1881, and was 
buried in the village cemetery. The hus- 
band became broken-hearted, and said he 
could not live without her. He _ dis- 
tributed among his neighbors his _per- 
sonal property, including live stock and 
household effects.

The growth of the national bank system 
continues. At the end of last year 
(Comptroller Knox said in his annual report 
that the number of banks organized during 
the year was greater thanin any preceding 
year since 1872. Yesterday he said to your 
correspondent that the number this year 
seemed likely to exceed that of last. The 
number organized last year was 171; this 
year it may reach 200. 
are usually small, with capital from $50,000 
to $100,000. Occasionally shore is one larger, 
but more than half are of the $50,000 class. 
‘*The amount of national bank notes in 
circulation must be increasing quite rapidly 
then, is it not?’”’ your cecreapandant asked of 
Comptroller Knox. : 
“Not very,” was the reply. ‘They do not, 
as arule, take outa very large amount of 
circulation. We require them to take .a cer- 
tain sum, but there is no great profit in it 
and they do not issue large sums.”

Comptrofler, for bonds to deposit as surety 
for their circulation when the three per 
cents are all taken up? They hold the most 
of them, do they not?” 
“Yes; they hold about two-thirds of them. 
Of course nobody can té@éll how soon these 
will be called. ‘Those that they hold are the 
long time ones, as a rule, though even they 
cannot last long, of course. Well, when they 
are gone the banks will have to buy the four 
per cents; that’s all there is of it. There are 
seven or eight hundred millions of those, and 
oy. have twenty years to run.” 

**But they are at 30 por cent premium now 
and are likely to go higher, are they not?” 
“Quite likely. Il think though that they 
are a better investment now than the three 
per cent at the premium those bring and the 
short time they have to run.” 

*“Butcan the bankers make anything on 
their circulation if they pay $1 20 for every 
dollar in bonds and only issue 90 centsin 
yaper therefor ?”’

New York, April 13.—John Walsh, who 
the informer Carey swore initiated him in- 
to the Invincibles and who was upon that 
charge arrested in France at the request of 
the English Governmeat but not held, arriv- 
ed here aboard the steamer France, from 
Harvre.

Missouri Postmasters—Transit of Venus Ob- 
servations—The Bermudas—Capital Notes

Transit of Venus Observers. 
: By Telegraph to the Post-Disvatth. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The party of ob- 
servers sent to Patagonia by the Navy De- 
partment to take observations of the transit 
of Venus will return this week. They are 
the last of the eight parties sent 
by the Government, the other seven having 
reported, some of them months ago. They 
found it necessary to spend some time after 
the observation was taken in getting the 
longitude of their point of observation. The 
longitude of Montevidoo was already known, 
and in order to get that of the point of ob- 
servation four trips were made between 
there and Montevideo,the time being marked 
by more than a dozen chronometers on each 
‘trip, and thus the iongitude was 
finally fixed with the accuracy 
which the eareful work of this impor- 
tant undertaking requires. ‘This done, the 
were obliged to return home by way of Liv 
erpool, American commerce or American 
Governmental enterprise not having estab- 
lished regular means of communication be- 
tween Montevideo and the United States, 
“The general result of their trip however, 
said Prof. Sampson, of the Naval Observa- 
tory, * has been known to us for some time, 
although not in detail.”’ 

“Was it successful?” 

“Quite so, indeed all our obserying parties 
‘were quite suecessful except the one at 
home, which you remember was unable to 
get more than filty good photographs, be- 
cause of the clouds which prevailed here 
during a large portion of the time ocerupied 
by the transit.’ 

“Ilow many photographs were taken by 
the other parties °”’ i 

“About two hundred apiece?” 

“And there were how many parties?” 

“Eight, of our own.” 

“Making from 1,200 to 
graphs, ‘Then there were a number of par- 
ties sent out by other governments. ou 
will exchange results with them will you 
not ?”’ 

*‘Yes, results, but not observations. Each 
nation will obtain a result of its observations, 
and then the interchange will be made, and 
from the combinations a general result ob- 
tained.”’ : 

“How many of these parties were they, 
taking those of all the nations together?” 

“About forty, | think, to say nothing of 
the observations made by individuals.” 

“Then the number of photographs will be 
very great?” 

“No, for many of them did not adopt the 
photographic method. Some do not believe 
it as valuable as other methods; we think it 
the best. The German observers use the 
heliometer; the English depend upon the 
time of contact.” 

‘How far have you progressed then, in the 
work of determining the result?” 

“Just fairly begun, Indeed it can scarcely 
bo said that a beginning has_ yet 
been made—merely the preliminaries having 
been entered upon, ‘The work of measuring 
these motogTapns is a very particular one, 
and should done by no more than two 
men. It must be done under a microscope, 
and gach one measured several times over, 
in order to obtain the strictest accuracy.” 

“How long, then, do you expect it will 
take to get a result?” 

“That is pretty hard to say,”’ was the re- 
ply; ‘it must take a good deal of time, and 
will depend upon circumstances. I hu pe it 
will not take as long as was indicated by 
some newspapers when the observations 
were made—five or six years, but it will be 
a very considerable period before the resnit 
can be known.” 


The Bermudas. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—J. J. McEthone, 
the chief of the corps of House phonograph- 
ers, has just returned from the Bermudas, 
where he went fora rest after the hard la- 
bors of the session, and he says he was dis- 
appointed in the climate, which was damp 
and cold, but that he was promised much 
better weather if he would stay a short 
while. The islands, he says, are beautiful, 
the drives very handsome, the views of the 
sea grand, and the rum of the very best. The 


jJsiands are of coral, the farthest north of 
any of these formations. ‘They were form- 
erly a penal colony, and the roads and pub- 
lic buildings are consequently good.

Favorable Reports ee Michigan—The 

Wheat Slightly Damaged. 

DertTRoIT, April 13.—For April the Secre- 

tary of State has received the official returns 
from six hundred and sixty-eight townships, 
in the southern four tiers of counties where 
S> per cent of the wheat crop is grown. 
Fifteen per cent of the acreage is reported 
killed, of the remainder, 17 per cent 
is below condition of One vear ago, when the 
wheat was in fine condition, having been in 
jured but little during the preceding winter 
The ice which so generally covered the fields 
in the southern part of the State over March 
1, melted away by the 10th from a third 
to a fifth followed on the sixth by snow. 
On the melting of the snown the wheat fields 
were slightly green, which show that the 
roots are alive. The figures above is un- 
questionably the corresponderit’s best judg- 
ment at to the present condition of the 
Wheat, but it is obvious that 

very satisfactory estimate can 

inade until the __ plant 
commences to grow. The total number of 
bushels of wheat reported marketed in the 
eight months from August to March is 10,-

We are quite certain 
that in the impending war public opin- 
ion will be on the side of the One-Dollar-and- 
a-Hailf Gas Company. 


SOMETHING FOR NOTHING. 

Through the columns of the Post-D1s- 
PATCH we have repeatedly wained the city 
fathers against the criminal folly of giving 
something for nothing, of granting valuable 
franchises without receiving any considera- 
tion, and recent events have emphasized our 
warnings. We have insisted that whenever 
a franchise was wanted or asked, that fran- 
chise,as the property of the city,had a value, 
and the trustees of the city had no right to 
part with it without receiving the just value 
of it. The situation of the gas question is 
beginning to bring to the minds of the peo- 
ple arealizing sense of the value of what 
they have parted with, 

We do not blame the City Government for 
the free gift of franchises which were made 
to help the cause of transportation or traffic, 
or in aid of doubtful experiments in the way 
of improvements. When the railroads were 
seeking admittance to the city, when the 
street car was an untried novelty, when the 
bridge stockholders were ruining themselves 
in the attempt to open communication with 
the East, it was the part of wisdom that the 
city should do its share toaid them. But 
that situation no longer exists. Enterprises, 
improvements and investments in St. Louis 
are no longer doubtful experiments, and 
every new corporation which comes knock- 
ing atthe door of our Council chamber to 
ask for a franchise asks for something which 
has a value, and proposes to get it without 
compensating the city for it. It always suc- 
ceeds. 

We need not enumerate the instances in 
which this wrong has been done. Each re- 
newal of the Gas Company’s contract has 
been conceived in sinapd consummated in 
iniquity; the tripartite agreement was a 
monstrous fraud; the extensions of the 
street railroad franchises are familiar in- 
stances. The recent grants are equally 
odious. The Cass Avenue Railway, for in- 
stance, which could afford to bribe the Coun- 
ci!, could not afford to pay the city anything; 
the city was tricked in the building of 
the bridges at Twelfth and Fourteenth 
streets; it has been -tricked in leasing 
wharf privileges. There is hardly a sin- 
gle instance in which the city has 
made a bargain with a corporation, In which 
the corporation has’ dealt fairly with the 
city. 

The St. Louis Gas Company has never paid 
the city acent for the franchise it enjoys. 
Ilow much has the city given the Gas Com- 
pany? In1837 the company was chartered 
with a capital of $50,000, of which the city 
put in $10,000. We doubt whether the indi- 
vidual stockholders put in a cent; atany rate 
if they did putin the $40,000 for which the 
stock was issued to them, they soon got it 
back in dividends, and not a cent has been 
put in since. To-day that stock is worth 
$4,000,000; it would be a very moderate esti- 
mate to say that the cash dividends had 
amounted to only $4,000,000 more. What 
was it made this immense profit? 

- Was it the reward of the labor of the Gas 

Company? Was it their sagacity, their en- 
terprise, their daily toil,which made this vast 
increase? Nota bit of it. They were a 
drain on the city’s resources, an incubus on 
its growth, a fungus feeding on its vitality, 
butthecity grew in spite of their obstructions, 
and as the city grew the fungus grew with 
it until to-day the parasite is richer than the 
exhausted body on which ft has grown and 
fed. 

One such lesson ought to suffice. We 
should not need another reminder of the 
criminal folly of giving away under any 
pretense a public franchise, a municipal as- 
set, asharein the city’s resources, without 
receiving directly and permanently value for 
value and dollar for dollar, and we warn 
the Municipal Assembly that it will not be 
safe for them to do it. 


OURSELVES AND OTHERS. 

We are very sorry that the sufferers by the 
floods in Germany have not received the 
money which was collected for their reliof 
by their fellow-countrymen in this country, 
and by the generous citizens of every race, 
and promptly transmitted to the care of their 
Government. But weare very glad that the 
failure of the German Government to dis- 
tribute the money has laid bare one of the 
pretentious shams which have so long 
wronged American worth by assuming that 
our public administration is worse than that 
of. the old and elaborately organized systems 
of Europe. 

There seems to be no doubt thatthe mon- 
ey has fallen into the hands ef the German 
cireumlocution office and that that orraniza-

WILD WORDS. 

In an interview published in this morn- 
ing’s Globe-Democrat Senator VEST is re- 
ported to have made use of the following 
remarkable language. Speaking of Prohibi- 
tion he said: 

“T think Prohibition cannot succeed. The Demo- 
cratic party has been fighting every infernal issue, 
combination and aggregation of renegades, 
deserters and fanatics for nearly a hundred 
years. Look at the tong ilist—Federation, 
Black Republicanism, Knownothingism, Green- 
backism, and now comes up again the 
spawn of Maine, lowa and Kansas, called 
Prohibition. It will go the way of the bal- 
ance of all the enemies of Democracy, and die a 
dog’s death, and be carried to the potter's ficld.” 


These are strong words, but is not the 
Senator a little bit reckless in statement, in 
classing “Black Republicanism” among the 
enemies of Democracy which have died a 
dog’s death and have been carried to the 
potter’s field? The use of the expres- 
ion “Black Republicanism’’ seems to 
be a challenge to that public senti- 
ment which put an end to slavery, and 
if it is so meant, there is not one who 
took a part in that work who is 
not willing to take up thechallenge. It 
does not, however, depend on their evidence 
to prove that in thatcontest it was not 
Democracy which triumphed. It was the 
Democrats themselves who proposed to 
carry the ‘‘putrid reminiscence” to the pot- 
ter’s field. 

While the expression “Black Republican- 
ism” is still serviceable in Missouri, we 
would recommend statesmen who are anx- 
jous to share ina national.

Therefore the Department of Justice is asked 
to transform itself into a Department of In- 
justice by delaying trials in all but the most 
important cases. ‘This imposes on the officers 
of the department the additional duty of dis- 
criminating between those cases whichare 
important and those which are not, and here- 
in the interests of the people must be made 
subordinate to the discrimination of the 
officials. Even if we could be sure that the 
officials would rise so much above human 
nature as to consult only the people’s needs 
in selecting cases, it is not pleasant to think 
that while the wheels of justice are checked 
because there is no money for witnesses or 
jurors, the department is wasting money by 
the millions in scandalous and prodigal pay- 
ments to attorneys. It would be better to 
have an Attorney-General in a flannel shirt 
if he would manage his department a little 
more decently. 
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whose treasurer has made a sworn state- 
ment to Congress showing that the stock 
has in thirty years cleared a net profit of 750 
per cent on the investinent, besides keeping 
on hand a surplus or reserve fund of $700,- 
000. When consumers have protested against 
the poor gas and the extortions of this 
monopoly, it has asked them insolently, 
“What are you going to do about it?” and 
then has practically shown them that, 
against a reserve fund of $700,000 cash to in- 
fluence commissioners, Congressional com- 
mittees and courts, they could do nothing at 
all about it.

robbery as this, even when it operates under 
the guise of a vested right. Whence does 
any city government derive the authority to 
practice such odious and destructive dis- 
crimination, to subject one-half of the city 
to pillage by monopolies while leaving the 
other half all the benefits of free competi- 
the police authorities of thatcity that the 
Marquis of LOgNg will arrive to-day to meet 
friends expected by to-morrow’s steamer. 
The Marquis recently madea tour of the 
United States from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, back and forth, and from north to 
south, without needing or requesting any 
special police protection.

money to the value of eet $125,000. 
While over-hauling a bundle of eluthes, 
before starting with two other sailors for 
Girard Point, to go on board the bark E, A. 
Sanchez, which sailed yesterday afternoon 
for Havana with machinery,’ Lugg defected 
in the back lining of an old coat what seem- 
ed to be a quantity of paper paddine, and a 
convenient rent in the garment enabled him 
to bring to view what was indeed but paper, 
in the shape of notes of the Bank of France, 
the face value of which added up the start- 
ling total of 619,000 frances, or $123,800.

Then, hugging his preci- 
ous burden closely to him, he hurried it to 
the house of Conanzo Frascatti, a friend and 
countryman, who resides on Carpenter 
street, above Seventh, and there, in a room 
on the second floor, the two astonished men 
counted over the bank-notes again and again, 
until their eyes were ready to_pop from their 
sockets. Shortly after 11 o'clock they left 
the house with the money tied up in a coin- 
pact bundle, aad went to the office of Messrs. 
A. & R. Winston, bankers and brokers, Nos. 
128 and 130 South Third street, where Fras- 
catti and many other members of the Italian 
colony keep small accounts,§ Mr. Albert 
Winston having resided for many years in 
Italy, and having the confidence of the Itali- 
ans of thiscity. Here, in the private office, 
they displayed to Mr. Robert Winston, the 
junior partner, Luggi’s newiy-found fortune 
and a short examination of the notes con- 
vinced Mr. Winston that they were un- 
doubtedly genuine and worth their full face 
value. After a short consulation he took the 
menand theirmoney tothe Safe Deposit 
Company, on Fourth street, above Chestnut, 
and there, after halfan hour’s delay, Luggi 
received a receipt for 618,000 francs, retain- 
ing a 1,000-franc note, which Mr. Winston 
cashed for him at the current exchange. 
With this money andthe precious receipt the 
men hurried away. 

Luggi was found lastevening at Frascatti’s 
home, and was the center ofan excited 
throng of his countrymen, who had come in 
to congratulate and gaze upon the suddenly- 
made man of wealth.

“lama native of the town of Orlana, a 
lace on the shore of the Adriatic, and have 
cena sailor since l was lt years old.

I never wore 
it exceptone day, the second after getting 
ashore in New York, when I put it on under 
another old coat, but it had nuta single but- 
ton on it, sol put it back in my bag until I 
would have time tosew some on, and there 
it staid until 1 pulled it out this morning and 
wondered if it was worth taking to sea.”’ 

On March 12 Luggi came to this city. and 
after staying fora week with his friend 
Frascatti, who, by the way, keeps the fruit 
and candy stand on the corner of Ninth and 
Buttonwood streets, went to the ‘Seamen's 
Rest.””

On the night after Barnum’s circus opened 
at the Madison Square Garden an unostenta- 
tious marriage ceremony, in which Annie 
Carroll, the equestrienne, and Eddie Snow, 
an acrobat, were bride and bridegroom, Was 
performed in a down-town church. Very 
few of the circus people were present. Annie 
Carroll is probably the last woman who was 
trained to the ring in the old legitimate way.

Ben Carroll, a man-famous 
among showmen, found herin an English 
Village. She does not know who her parents 
were, but itis thought thatshe was a gypsy.

A Romantic Story Brought te . the
